All About... _ 


66G'day from the other side of gear 
the world! I'm Blue sea star , 
and | live on a coral bed in the 
Great Barrier Reef, off the 
north-east coast of Australia. 
I've heard there are no coral 
reefs near Farthing Wood, but 
that there are starfish in your 
seas. Is that right? 

I'm a starfish, just like the 
ones you find off the coasts of - 
Britain and Ireland — ‘sea star’ 
is another name for starfish. 

I'm one of many different kinds 
that live in the reefs. Some 
people say that we starfish, 
along with our relatives the 
brittle stars, sea urchins, sea 
cucumbers and feather stars, are 
the most beautiful creatures 

on the reef.99 _ 


Ge st onl j j Lau ao, Most starfish have five arms, which 
Ww ¥ er stretch out from a disc in the centre. We 

have a very light skeleton made up of 
chalky plates and some of us have 
spines or growths sticking up from 
these plates. Each arm has its own set 
of organs for breathing, feeling, 
reproducing and digesting, and rows of 
tubes, called tube feet, which help us to 
get about and, in some species, to feed. 
We can fill the tube feet, which are 
hollow, with fluid. When we want to 
move, we pump fluid into them to 
stretch them. Then we grip the surface 
we are on with suckers at the end of the 
feet, pump the fluid out of the tube feet 
so that the tubes shorten and pull our 
bodies forward. Our tube feet are so 
strong that they can prise open the 
tough shells of molluscs, like clams. 


In some starfish, our chalky 
plates, called ossicles, can be 
seen through our skin. Their 
size, and the patterns they 
make, differ from species to 
species. Can you see that 
this orange reef starfish, 
called the Biscuit sea star, 
has larger plates along the 
edges of its arms than the 
rest of its body?

NEW ARMS 

Because each arm of a 
starfish contains its own set 
of organs, a starfish can 
lose one or more arms and 
still survive. Like the lizard, 
which can regrow its tail, 
the starfish simply regrows 
another arm. Some kinds of 
starfish can even regrow 
four of their five arms. 


CORAL ENEMY 
The Crown-of-thorns starfish, 
which reaches 60cm in diameter, 

is one of the largest starfish in 

the ocean. It is not popular with 
conservationists because it has a 
huge appetite - it feeds on live 
corals - and its females can 
produce up to 30 million eggs each 
per year. From time to time, there 
are plagues of Crown-of-thorns on 
the reef, feeding in groups of 
thousands. Then they can kill off 
the coral. They feed the way many 
starfish do, by pushing out their 
stomachs over their prey to dissolve 
the flesh with their digestive juices 
before they swallow it.

A huge mollusc, called the Giant 
triton, eats the Crown-of-thorns and 
other starfish and sea cucumbers.

> FEATHER STARS 
Feather stars existed over 300 
million years ago. They don’t move 
around as much as other 
echinoderms. They attach 
themselves to boulders, or hide 
in crevices during the day and 
at night they move on their 
tube feet to a spot where there 
is a good current of water. 
There they spread out their 
long, feathery tentacles — they 
can have anything from 5 to 
200 of them - to trap the 
plankton that is floating in the 
current. The tiny plankton 
creatures are coated in sticky 
mucus and then passed to the 
feather star’s mouth, which is 
on the upper side of its body. 


SNAP, CRUNCH AND MUNCH 

You might think that no reef creature could eat 
something as spiny as the Needle-spined urchin. 
But the Clown triggerfish can break off the urchin’s 
spines with its hard, beak-like mouth and get at the 
soft body underneath. 


<q BRITTLE STARS 
The arms of a brittle star are usually longer and more 
clearly separated from the central disc than ours. Brittle 
stars have tube feet, but they use them for feeding and 
feeling, not for moving about. To get around, they row 
through the water using their arms as oars. Most of 
them feed on small worms and crustaceans. 


> SEA URCHINS 


Most sea urchins are shaped like a globe. Divers have to 
be careful of these Needle-spined sea urchins when they 
see clusters of them feeding on the reef. Their fine black 


spines, which can grow to 60cm, are needle sharp and 
break off easily. If they stick into a diver’s skin they can 
make it swell up and become very painful. 


Many crabs and 
shrimps spend their 
lives inside the shelter of 
a feather star’s arms. 
Here they are protected 
from other predators 
and share their host’s 
supply of plankton. 


Can you see why this 
thick-spined sea urchin is 
called the Slate pencil sea 
urchin? Its spines are 
shaped like the pencils 
children used long ago to 
write on slates at school. 


‘Vv SEA CUCUMBERS 

Most sea cucumbers are shaped like a rather chunky 
cucumber. This one, a Prickly red fish sea cucumber, is 
brightly coloured but most of them are not. Their skin is 
tough and leathery and some have pointed bits sticking out 
all over the body. They feed by shovelling up the sand and 
other tiny particles from the seabed into their mouth at the 
front end of the body. Then they filter out the edible bits and 
pass the unwanted sand as pellets. They can defend 
themselves by squirting out a sticky, toxic substance.

When alarmed, the Blue-ringed 
octopus displays electric-blue 
rings on its body and legs, 
which warn other reef animals 
of its powerful venom. Although 
the octopus is scarcely longer 
than 12.5cm, its venomous bite 
is strong enough to kill a human. 
It uses the suckers on its 
eight legs both for crawling 
and for seizing its prey. 


You should be able to find six brain - 
corals in the shallow reef water. 


Living coral polyps grow around external 
skeletons, called corallites. In brain corals, 
the corallites merge into each other, forming 
a pattern of maze-like wavy ridges and valleys, 
which look like the surface of the brain. 


Corals are carnivores (meat-eaters), feeding 
mainly at night, when they expand their 
polyps and tentacles to sting and paralyse 
their prey. The beautiful Blue coral is found 
in the warmer, northern waters of the Great 
Barrier Reef. In the right conditions, it 
produces massive skeletons, so is an 
important reef-builder. 


The so-called Cleaner blenny looks so like the 
Cleaner wrasse, that other fish cannot tell the 
difference. An unsuspecting fish that approaches 
this blenny, hoping to be cleaned, may find itself on 
the receiving end of a nasty bite instead! 


Cone shells are usually 
5-10cm long. They fire a 
hollowed-out barb, like 
a harpoon, into their 
prey, through which a 
highly toxic venom is 
pumped. A sting from 
some species can be 
fatal to man. 


Second only to the Great white shark in ferocity, the Tiger 
shark has been involved in many fatal attacks on humans. 
Young sharks, up to 2m in length, have a brownish back with 
obvious dark stripes. Bigger Tiger sharks are grey or brownish in 
colour, and the stripes on the back are usually quite faded.
